MED a crowd which filled the 


aisles of the Merchants' Fair 
Pavilion Secretary W. "W. Har- 
ris of the Association, read last 


evening at 9:30 o'clock the award of 
th« Board of Judges who inspected and 
adjudged the various exhibits, and ex- 
pressed tiie opinion that the Fair now 
closed is but the 'forerunner of a long 
line of trade exhibitions, which will 
draw closer the business men and the 
citizen* ol the Territory.

The extra day of the Fair drew to the 


pavilion a vast crowd, for even the rain 
could not stop the visiting a show 
which has commended .itself to the peo- 
ple aa ha» the display, of the Mer- 
chants. From early morning, when the 
building was being used in the taking 
away of the exhibits which had been 
placed for the Agricultural Fair until 
the last of the visitors left and the 
Fair was finally closed, there was a 
crowd about the booths, -which, while 
not so large as that which, marked the 
regular period, was sufficient to show 
the interest of the people in the event. 


"When Mr. Harris rose to read the 


award of the committee he was sur- 
rounded by a mass of people who fill- 
ed not only the headquarters of the 
committee but the aisles adjacent, and ' 
as far as the sound of his voice there 
was the game crowd. Mr. Harris ex- 
plained that in the absence of the 
President 
it became his duty to

closing of the Fata-.'. He 


said that the •Merchants' Association 
which gave the Fair had keen 
more 


than pleased with the acceptability of 
the affair, and the people having shown 
their appreciation of the effort to make 
the exposition a pelasing one, It was 
undoubtedly true that there would be 
a yearly event on the same lines.

the Hawaiian Islands? Will this class 
of agriculturists again come to the 
front as important factors in the com- 
mercial development of the croup? 
These questions and many others about 
Hawaiian agriculture are answered in 
the Interesting year book for 1901 of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The year book tfves in detail a 
history of how 
early 
navigators 


brought plants and animals here and 
how these have since fared. 


The year book states that Commis- 


sioner Smith's work on the Experimen- 
tal" Station here thus far has been or- 
ganization and preliminary investiga- 
tion. When this -work is completed the 
problem of restoring eome of the deca- 
dent industries -will be taken up, the 
hope being that the small farmer will 
be again a prominent component of 
Hawaiian agriculture. 


"Improved methods will reduce the 


cost of production," says the year book, 
"so that a comfortable living may be 
gained by the man owning a small 
tract of land- The old system of land 
tenures was opposed to 
agricultural 


development. For a long time the idea 
of Individual ownership of land was 
unknown, and only life tenures were 
allowed to the natives, and foreigners 
could occupy land dnrjr'aVthe pleasure 
of the chiefs. The land laws have un- 
dergone radical changes, but through a 
number of agencies large holdings of 
agricultural land are the rule. 
"The improvement of Hawaiian ag- 


riculture does not depend so much on 
what crops will flourish in the islands 
is on economic questions, prominent 
among which are -markets, transpor- 
tation, and labor. The home market 
is comparatively limited and soon sup- 
plied, and the difficulties of inter-Island 
transportation .art>., such ,_ that little 
prottt Is left for the projiucei:,,on ship- 
ments made to. ;Hpngiulu._^ Should the 
world's production" of sugar so Increase 
as to result in a fall in price, and a 
corresponding reduction in the margin 
of profit, general, farming may once 
more become remunerative. . In the 
meantime, attention can be given to 
supplying the home market and to the 
cultivation of crops which, while not 
competing with those produced in the 
United States, are in sufficient demand 
to make their production advantage- 
ous." 


Concerning horticulture the Depart- 


ment's 
opinion is th,ns , expressed: 


"Plane are being matured for experi- 
ments in horticulture, especially in 
fruit growing. The market of the Ha- 
waiian Islands is largely supplied at 
all seasons with fruit and 'vegetables 
from California, which they cap and 
should produce at home,, and Dave a 
surplus to send to the mainland be- 
tween seasons. Plantings have already 
been made of pistachia, grapes, v*3*0" 
es and gooseberries, and .others are 
contemplated." 


"Studies," continues the report, "will 


be undertaken in soils, forage crops, 
animal husbandry, and 
dairying as 


soon as funds will permit. An attempt 
was made to secure financial aid for 
the station from the Territorial Legis- 
lature to supplement the stnn appropri- 
ated by Congress but 
no assistance

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LOSSES HUE 
IBTJPPT 


No Deduction for 


Decrease in 


Value. 


Persons who suffered losses by rea- 


so» of the depreciation in the value of 
sugar stocks, and sold their stock below 
par will not be allowed to deduct the 
loss from their total incomes. This is the 
opinion of Attorney General Dole upon 
a hypothetical case, 
which Assessor 


Pratt submitted and which it Is said 
govern* a large number 
of returns 


made by Honolulu people. 


Beginning with a statement of the 


case the Attorney General says in s 
letter to the assessor: 


"I am in receipt of your communi- 


cation in which you say: 'An individual 
acquires prior to July 1, 1901, a block 
of stock for ten thousand dollars. Dur- 
ing the year ending June 30, 1902, he 
sell* this same stock for $5,000.; loss, 
$5,000. Is he allowed this loss in assess- 
ing his net Income for the year to June 
30, 1902?' 


"The authority which I have been 


able to find most closely bearing upon 
the question which you ask Is Gray v. 
Darlington, 15 Wall., U. S., 63, In which 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
WM divided. Chief Justice Chase and 
Associate Justices Clifford and Brad- 
ley dissenting from the opinion of the 
majority of the court delivered by Mr. 
Justice Field. 


"Our income tax law, Act XX of the 


Session Laws of 1961, closely follows 
the Act of Congress of March 2, 1867, 
14 Stats, at Large." 


He then quotes the vital sections of 


the Hawaiian Income tax law, and also 
of the act of Congress of 
March 2, 


1867. 


The majority opinion of that court 


written by Justice Field is quoted in 
full, relating as it does, not to loss, 
but gains in the 
value 
of treasury 


bonds. 


The material part of the decision Is 


here given, following which is the com- 
ment of Mr. Dole: 


"The mere fact that property has ad- 


vanced in value between the date of 
its acquisition and sale does not au- 
thorize the imposition of the tax on 
the amount of the advance. 
Mere ad- 


vance In value in no sense constitutes 
the gains, profits, or income specified 
by the statute. It constitutes and can 
be treated merely as increase of capi- 
ta!. 


"The rule adopted by the officers of 


the revenue in the present case would 
Justify them In treating as gains of 
one year the increase in the value of 
property extending through any num- 
ber of years, through even the entire 
century. The actual advance In value 
of property over its cost may, in fact, 
reach ita height years before ita sale; 
the T-alue of the property may, in truth, 
fee lew at the time of the sale than at 
any previous period in ten years, yet, 
if the amount received 
exceed 
the 


actual 'cost of the property, the ex- 
CPM is to be treated, according to their 
views, aa eaine of the owner for the 
yea* 1» -which the sale takes place. We 
are satisfied that no such result was 
inte»Aed by tha statute.' "

ONDON, July 20.—John W. Mackay 


died at half past 6 o'clock this 
evening at his residence. He was 
in his seventy-second year. 


Mackay's death was unexpected, for, 


although he had been ill since Tuesday 
last, his physicians held out hope until 
yesterday that he would recover. 


NEW 
YORK, July 22.—Since the 


death of John W. Mackay, business in- 
terests all over the United States have 
sent inquiries to the Commercial Ca- 
ble Company about what was going to 
happen to the Pacific cable now that 
the projector is dead. All of the in- 
quiries were answered today by an of- 
ficial who has served Maekay in a pro- 
fessional and confidential capacity for 
years. To a reporter he said: 


"The contract for laying the cable to 


Honolulu has been let and construction 
work will begin in a short time. If we 
can get the soundings made by the 
Government a cable from San Francis- 
co to Honolulu, from there to Midway 
and Guam and from there to Manila 
will be completed and ready for busi- 
nes« In July, 1903. 


NEW YORK, July 21.—The last ca- 


blegram ever sent by John W. Mackay 
was to one of his business associates in 
regard to the proposed Pacific cable. 
This cablegram was transmitted from 
London to New York only a few min- 
utes before he was stricken down. It 
read as follows: 


"Cook, New York: I have read your 


cablegram to hand relating to sound- 
ings. Facts are these: The t>id guar- 
anteeing to manufacture and lay the 
cable from Honolulu to Manila, touch- 
Ing at Midway and Guam, by June 
next, provided we can furnish the nec- 
essary aoundings, expires on the 21st 
inst., namely, on Monday next. 
Our 


desire has been to complete the cable 
as early as possible. We supposed the 
work could not be carried out before 
the end of next year, but as the con- 
tractors are able to handle the ship- 
ment of cafcle quicker than we expect- 
ed, it is possible to complete it by next 


] June

of Congress, to determine the practica- 
bility of laying a cable between Cali- 
fornia and Honolulu were freely dis- 
tributed by the Navy Department. They 
were given out to any one -who applied 
for them, and I certainly expected this 
slight assistance from the Government 
after I personally explained our plans 
to the President last October. 


"We shall, of course, go on with the 


manufacture of the cable, "but I can get 
no guarantee from the contractors as 
to the time of its completion unless the 
Nero's soundings are forthcoming, as 
it will b* absolutely necessary to send 
a ship to ascertain a practicable route 
for the caible before it can be laid, and 
it certainly must be of Importance to 
the Government to have communica- 
tion established as early as possible. It 
certainly is to the Commercial Pacific 
Company.

work would go on without Interruption, 
and the cable would be in operation 
by July 1, 1903, unless the Government 
soundings were withheld.

It Is alleged that the manager 
has made advances for the firm and in, 
his individual capacity in the amount 
of $5,000 to persons raising sugar cane, 
and has collected $S,000 from these per- 
sons, which he refuses to credit to the 
partnership, claiming they were due 
him In his private capacity. 


Some of the parties still owing the 


firm, are now insolvent and unable to 
pay the partnership; and Chang Lee 
Yun is now In Honolulu with the pur- 
pose of sailing for China, and it i* al- 
leged that his action is a fraud upon 
the partnership, and plaintiff asks that 
a writ of ne exeat or other -writ or or- 


nin'e der ^e ma(^e to prevent Lee Yun from 
leaving the Territory for foreign lands, 
until he has made an accounting to the 
partnership.

Crying for Help 


•Teaching English to Non-English- 


Speaklng Children" was the subji-ct of 
a very Interesting address at the nor- 
mal school yesterday afternoon by C. 
W. Baldwin, inspector for the public 
schools on the island of Hawaii. The 
large school room was used for the 
weekly afternoon exercises, and among 
those present besides the corps of 
summer school instructors were Super- 
intendent Alatau Atkinson and Secre- 
tary C. T. Rodgers. Mr. Baldwin's ad- 
dress was a far-reaching and thorough- 
ly written statement of the conditions 
confronting the teachers in Hawaii's 
public schools, and the difficulties of 
teaching the great majority of non- 
English speaking pupils to speak and 
read in the prescribed language were 
clearly set forth, and valuable sugges- 
tions were made to offset these disad- 
vantages. 


Mr. Baldwin said the subject was one 


which commands the teacher's first 
consideration. Failing in that they 
failed In all the rest. In the year 1876 
English was first substituted for Ha- 
waiian in some of the schools. In 1885 
after a period of nine years less than 
half of the schools were taught in the 
English language, and in 1894, 
yeara later, there were still 18 of the 
schools which were conducted in Ha- 
waiian. These figures spoke for them- 
selves; for a few years only have the 
schools been "Bnglish" schools. Pre- 
vious to this the struggle was to estab- 
lish the schoola That was the absorb- 
ing thought, and methods 
were lost

were put In as teachers who had no 
qualification other than that they could 
speak English. There was absolutely

Acuities to be found here. The situa- 
tion was unique, for where had there 
been one like it before? And where 
could teachers be got who knew what 
to do? They could not be found. Prof. 
Baldwin said that there is no place in 
the world where teachers can be found 
better fitted in every way to grapple 
with difficult language problems than 
tn Hawaii. 
He said 
that 
teachers 


who had had no special training as 
such, or being trained teachers yet had 
had no experience in handling non- 
finglish speaking pupils, should fail to 
realize, or be able to cope wifi, the 
difficulties of the situation, is not to be 
wondered at, when men of talent and 
education as supervisors in the past 
have failed to find a solution, though 
they did not fail to grapple with the 
problem. The first English course was 
published in 1881. In the recent course 
published in 1889 the following under 
the heading of "Language," for first 
year is found: "Teach children to ex- 
press in BJngllah what they 
perceive 


and what they do in the school room, 
on the playground on the way 
to 


school, and at home. Train the ear 
first, and then the vocal organs, etc." 
Here for the first time a distinct meth- 
od was lain down, and also for the first 
time the Importance of the "hearing of 
language" is noted. The other courses 
did not overlook the 
Importance of 


spoken language, 
but 
lacked 
some 


sure and steady method. 


The speaker asked the question, Was 


there any difference in what was done 
and what would have been done with 
children whose mother tongue was the 
English language? He answered in the 
affirmative. The burden had fallen up- 
on reading with the result that chil- 
dren who can scarcely speak an intel- 
ligent sentence or understand the sim- 
plest questions addressed to them by 
an outsider, are reading in far advanc- 
ed readers.
